Major General George Gordon Meade, 
died at his home in Philadelphia,of pneu- 
monia, on the night of the 6th inst. In 
peneu he was tall, commanding, and 
soldierlike ; his private character was be 
yond reproach ; his public life was alike 
honorable and successful. By the men 
whom he commanded he was highly re- 
garded, notwithstanding his strictness as 
a disciplinarian ; and by his fellow citi- 
zens he was greatly esteemed, both for 
his qualities of head and heart. 

General Meade was born on December 
SI, 1815, in Cadiz, Spain, where his 
father was United States Consul. While 
he was yet young his parents returned to 
this country, and he received his early 
education, at Washington, from Mr. 
Chase, the father of the present Chief 
Justice, Salmon P. Chase. He then 
studied at the Mount Airy Millitary 
Academy, _nd in September, 1H31, he 
entered the National Academy at West 
Point, and graduated in 1835. As a 
lieutenant of the Third Art illery he join- 
ed the army, aud having served in the 
Seminole war, he resigned in October, 
183G, aud for the next six years devoted 
himself to civil engineering. In 1842, 
he re-entered the army as second lieutenant 
in the corps of Topographical 
At the breaking out of the 
Mexico he took the field, 
credit, and was brevetted first lieutenant 
for his gallantry at the siege of Monterey 
in 184(3. In 1851 he received his com- 
mission as first lieutenant, in 1855 that 
of captain, and 1862 that of major. 
When the civil war began he was not 
alow to offer his swoiil to the service of 
his country. As brigadier-general of 
volunteers in the Pennsylvania Reserve 
Corps he took part in several of the ear- 
lier engagements. Having recovered 
from a painful wound received during the 
"Seven days' Fight," he cemmanded a 
division of Reynolds' First Army Corps, 
which ho ably conducted through the 
Maryland campaign. On the 2i)th of 
November, 1862, he was appointed Ma- 
jor General of volunteers ; and was as- 
signed to the command of the Army of 
the Potomac in June, 1863, as General 
Leo was advancing up the Valley of the 
Shenandoah. The ability displayed in 
the celebrated and critical battle of Get- 
tysburg is well known, and will be known 
in history as his crowning honor. Gen- 
eral Meade was raised to the rank of 
brigadier-general of the regular army in 
June 3, 1863. General Grant's confi- 
dence in General Meade, as commander 
of the Army of the. Potomac was un- 
funded. All his instructions were gen- 
ral ; the details were left entirely to 
Genera] Meade's discretion. On July 1, 
1865, he was given the command, in vir- 
tue of his rank as Major-General to which 
he was promoted in 1864, of the Milita- 
ry Division of the Atlantic, and thia 'po- 
sition he held, with the exception of a 
short period of detached service in Georg- 
ia, until his death. 

He became a member of the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania in 1863, and he 
joined the National Academy of Sciences 
in Philadelphia in 1865. Harvard con- 
ferred upon him the degree LL. D. in the 
latter year.

It is probable 
that little anxiety was manifested in 
those days to secure the position of letter 
carrier !
